ARCTIC CHAR FISHING—7 DAYS 


Albert Edward Bay is so far north that it 
is almost off the Canadian map. It is 
difficult and expensive to get to, but 
once you're there with a fishing rod in | 
hand, all the effort is worth it. This is the 
home of the colorful Arctic char, a spot 
where these fish are so thick that daily 
limits of big fish are virtually guaranteed. 
Fish the waters near your base camp or ~ 
board a pontoon plane for a day’s 
adventure on one of the 14 surrounding 
lakes. Regardless, you'll cast where the 
scarlet schools churn the crystalline 
shallows, and you'll always catch fish. - 
Due to the far-north location, the season 
is extremely limited—July 15 through 
August. But, what a season! Action is a 
fast-paced from ice-out to the first frost. 
We recommend a casting or spinning rod 
with plenty of backbone. Reels should 
be loaded with 10- to 35-Ib. testline. _ 
Bring an assortment of Dardevies and — 
spinners.

GRAYLING AND TROUT-—7 DAYS 


During most of the season you can look 
out of your cottage window and see the 
grayling dimpling the water in front of 
the lodge. Morberg’s Camp, located on 
Saskatchewan's Black Lake, is an 
outstanding Canadian fishing spot for 
grayling, lake trout and big pike, and is 
also renowned for its fine 
accommodations and hospitality. To 
provide more varied angling 
opportunities, the camp maintains 
several float planes so that nearby fly-in 
lakes can be fished in addition to Black 
Lake and other waters accessible by boat 
from the main lodge. This is big fish 
country with limits of eight fish daily, 
five of which can be lake trout.

Other recommended 
equipment should include rain gear, 
insulated underwear, warm fishing 
clothing, boots, and lounge clothing for 
around camp. Fishing license is $10.

CHURCHILL RIVER FISHING— 6 DAYS 


The Churchill River, 50 miles north of La 
Ronge, Saskatchewan, is a hot spot for 
walleye and northern pike, and 
Sportsman’s Lodge offers facilities to 
match. Here Cree Indian guides take 
fishermen back into shallow bays where 
big pike cruise the weedbeds on the 
lookout for an angler’s spoon to gobble 
up. Or, if a limit of walleye is the order 
of the day, they’ll maneuver the canoe 
into an eddy below a waterfall and 
recommend a jig or a small spinning 
lure. The Churchill is steeped in legend 
of the fur trade and is a land of beauty. 
Deep clear lakes bordered by lichen- 
covered granite and stands of pine and 
aspen are connected by white-water 
rapids. Nesting waterfowl! inhabit the 
coves and bays and eagles soar 
overhead. A big moose pauses at the 
water’s edge to watch a canoe go by, 
and the short Arctic night is punctuated 
by the melodious howl of huskies from a 
distant island. This is good living, good 
fishing, and a trip to enjoy and 
remember. Season is from the last of 
May to the end of September. Standard 
spinning or casting gear is recommended, 
but be sure to bring along a spare rod. 
Lures and other items of tackle may be 
purchased in the lodge store. Other 
recommended gear includes insulated 
underwear, warm fishing togs, rain suit, 
totes or boots, and informal attire for 
camp.

ONTARIO MOOSE HUNT—8 DAYS 


King of North America’s game trophies, 
the huge, imposing moose presents a 
hunting challenge that continually lures 
sportsmen into the wildest, most remote 
areas on the continent. These prized 
creatures prefer dense forests coursed 
by marshy streams and sprinkled with 
grassy lakes.
